Streets Win Be Cleaned. 


No Machines Will Be bes 
Patrols“ Employed Exelusively. 


Richard T. Fox, the New York expert who 
will direct the work of cleaning downtown 
Chicago, arrived in the city yesterday pre- 
pared to begin work on Sunday. He was 


on a year’s leave of absence to take charge 
of the work made possible by the efforts 
of the Merchants’ and Commercial clubs, 
With the arrival of Mr. Fox, activi 

will begin at once on the plans of the co 
mission for Gleaning the downtown streets. 
A meeting will be held today for the pur- 
pose of arranging the preliminaries, and the 
New Yorker announced last night that he 
will put 100 men to. work Sunday night and 
an additional force of seventy men Monday 
morning. which he is to 
do the work properly. 


Will Use Only Hand Brooms. ie 
“We do not expect to make the streets 


said Mr. Fox last night. I belive it will 
require from ten days to two weeks of hard 
work to get the streets into such a condi- 
tion that we can keep them cleaned readily. 
We will not use mechanical nt ge hor 
contrivances of that sort. 

“The night force of 100 men will be armed 
with nothing more formidable than stiff hand 
brooms. 1 have found that mechanical 
sweepers are of little avail in cleaning bel- 
gian block, with which many of Chicago's 
streets are paved, The dirt lodges in the 
crevices and the big sweepers pass over them, 


cleanys nothing except surface. 


Zach Worker Will Have Territory. 
„By working horizontally on the streets 
my men will be able to keep the crevices 
between the blocks cleared of all refuse, 
and the change for the better in-the general 
appearance of the street thereafter cannot 
fail to be appreciated. Each man will have 
a certain section of the street to caré for 
and will remain there throughout the year. 
The inspectors also will be permanent in 
their districts. We do not require men espe- 
cially. adapted to the work. 

“The day force wi consist of seventy 
men, who will constitute the patrol. It will 
be their duty to gather in bags all refuse 
deposited during the day and dump it into. 
covered cans at the street corners. Covered 
wagons will carry these receptacles to the 
dumping ground. . We would like to use 
water for flushing the streets, but the city 
lies £0 low that the not 


carry it off. |

the biggest problem of all the downtown | 
thoroughfares. From 7,000 to 8,000 horses | 
pass over this street daily, and it will take 
a large share of the force to keep the street 
in good condition. . 

“ We will conduct the work with military | 
discipline and, as nearly as I can imitate it, 
on the lines laid down by the late Col. War- 
‘ing, who inaugurated the work in New York 
several years ago. He was the originator of

The Russians, hard pressed by the vig- | 
orous pursuit, turned and made a stand at 
Hamatan,.just as the Japanese commander 
had expected they would. With one battal- 
fon’ of infantry and two batteries they took 
up a position on the crest of the hill and pre- 
pared for a desperate resistance. 

With amazing fortune three Japanese col- 
umns came up at practically the same time 
and attacked the hill together, one from the 
east, one from the west, and one from the 
south. Without Waiting for their mountain 
guns the infantry swarmed in, and in the 
face of the hottest fire the Russians could 
deliver, supported as it was by the rifies of 
the battle line of the infantry, the Japanese 
crawled up the hill on three sides. The Rus- 
slans fought with extraordinary. persistence 
and courage, pouring a terrible fire upon the 
advancing Japanese from their rifiemen. 
Still the Japs came on; they could not be 
stopped. It mattered none to any man in 
their line whether he left his bones on that 
hill or not, if only Japanese secured the

LIAOXANG, Monday, May 30.—The Jap- 
anese lost 200 killed and a number of horses 
in the fight\at Vagenfuchu today. The Rus- 
sians opened fire at 8 o’clock in the morning, 
and after two hours and a half long range 
firing the Japanses, under Gen. Akkiama, 
prepared to charge and crush the force which 
had been harassing them for twenty-one 
days. 

In the meantime, Gen. Samsonoff was ap- 
proaching Vagenfuchu with a strong force 
of cavalry: It was a sight worth seeing, 
when at the word of command the Russian 
squadrons formed and rushed like a whirl- 
wind across the terribly cut up countrys | 
clearing away all obstacles, the batteries at 
the same time trotting along the frightful . 

Having passed the railroad station the 
troops came under the fire of the Japanese 
machine guns, but withdrew without Nur.

The 1,500 men, women, and children who 
live oh thfs shelf on the banks’ of the Ohio 
have been completely awed, giving heed to 
the orders issued by the military, which say 
that no civilian shall go upon the streets 
after 7:30 p. m. or before 5 af m. Tonight 
there is not a light shining from the home of 
a furnace worker. It is said that over 200 
shots were fired at the works last night, and 
during the wéek no less than 1,000 shots were 
discharged. 


Both Sides Are Armed. 
The striking men are armed with shot 
guns and modern rifles and the nonunion 
men who are taking their places in the fur- 
naces also have been armed. This arming 
is what makes the situation threatening. 
Many of the strikers deplore the shooting, 
but a number of them are under the dom- 
ination of some hot headed leaders.’ The 
strikers have been secreting themselves in 
the bushes on the hillsides back of the hang- 
ing rock, which is nothing but a narrow 
shelf between river ridges, rising 300 feet, 
less than half a mile from the river bank. 
It was m one of these ambushes that 
Supt. Jeffries of the iren company was shot 
last night. Today James Fuller, a striker, 
was arrested, charged with shooting Jeffries. 
When the officer started to take the prison-

Refuses to Obey, Arrested. 

When the militia arrived there were great 
crowds of strikers and citizens on the street, 
but no deimonstration was made. Col 
Thompson, who is in charge, ordered the 
crowd to disperse, and all but one went 
away. Mays Heed, a striker, refused, and he 
was arrested.

Mohonk Lake, N. T., June 1.—The tenth an- 


{ nual conference on international arbitration

Judge George Gray of Delaware, who was 
chosen to preside over the conference, on 
taking the chair said in part: 

There has been a certain fullness of time 
that has made itself manifest before any of 
the great forward movements in the world’s 
history have taken place, and that fullness 
of time ms now to have arrived for such 
a forward movement in the great cause we 
have at 

We no longer consider thé advance of 
alien ee in wealth and prosperity as a 
menace our own. We are more prone 
now than formerly to recognize such ad- 
vance as an increment to the world’s wealth, 


share, bowever small. 
Economic Waste of War. 

The economic waste, consequent upon the 
maintenance of the great and increasing 
military and naval establishments of the 
world, is beginning to make its due impres- 
sion upon the enlightened conscience and in- 
teligence of increasing numbers in all coun- 


tries. 

“Public opinion is making itself felt from 
one corner of Christendom to the other, and, 
through the instrumentality of a frée press, 


cles of kings and cabinets. 

Our own national conduct must more 
and more conform to the enlightened con- 
science of the country and will more and 
miore have applied to it the test of morality, 
as well as of self-interest. What we would 
highly, that would we holily, and, in the 
words of an American president, ‘ I mistake 
the American people if they favor the 
odious doctrine that there is no such thing 
as international morality.’ ”
